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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  August,  estimated  at 
77,035,000  gallons,  was  3 percent  less  than  the  record  production  of  August  last 
year,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Compared  with  July,  production  declined 
4 percent,  compared  with  2 percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier.  In  1967,  produc- 
tion gained  5 percent  between  these  months.  Temperatures  during  August  averaged 
normal  or  above  in  most  of  the  western  half  of  the  country  except:  (l)  Major 
portions  of  Oregon  and  Washington  and  sections  of  northern  California  and  Idaho; 

(2)  Portions  of  middle  and  southern  Great  Plains  States.  They  were  below  normal  in 
most  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  country  except  the  Great  Lakes  States,  New  York, 

New  England,  and  sections  of  adjacent  states. 

Compared  with  August  1968,  changes  in  ice  cream  production  were  mixed.  Out- 
put was  b percent  less  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  South  Central. 
Production  was  down  6 percent  in  the  East  North  Centra.l  Region  and  12  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic.  Increases  were  5 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  0 
percent  in  the  Pacific,  and  10  percent  in  the  Mountain.  In  the  three  leading- 
producing  states,  production  was  up  5 percent  in  California,  but  was  down  2 percent 
in  New  York  and  b percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Decreases  were  shown  in  all  East  North 
Central  States.  Increases  occurred  in  all  states  of  the  West  except  Montana  and 
Oregon. 

Compared  with  July,  changes  in  production  were  varied.  Output  held  about 
steady  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.  The  West  showed  the  only  increases:  3 per- 
cent in  'the  Pacific  States  and  8 percent  ~n  the  Mountain.  Production  declined  7 
percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  2 percent  in  the  West  North  Central. 
Output  decreased  11  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  13  percent  in  the 
South  Central.  Production  declined  1 percent  in  New  York  and  3 percent  in  Califor- 
nia, but  gained  7 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  states  of 
the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  Regions.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 
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August  production  of  ice  mi  11c  in  the  United  States,  estimated  at  31,179,000 
gallons,  was  about  the  same  as  in  August  1968.  Total  output  through  August  this 
year  is  1 percent  greater  than  in  the  first  eight  months  of  1968. 

Seasonally,  production  declined  6 percent  from  July  to  August  this  year. 

This  compares  with  6 percent  also  at  this  time  in  1968  but  only  1 percent  in  1967. 
All  regions  registered  seasonal  losses  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  output 
held  steady. 

Compared  with  August  1968,  output  was  more  in  the  East  North  Central  Region 
and  the  West,  but  was  less  in  all  other  regions.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  in  August  was  estimated  at  5 , 729 , 000 
gallons.  This  is  5 percent  less  than  in  August  1968.  Cumulative  output  through 
August  this  year  is  slightly  less  than  in  the  first  eight  months  of  last  year. 

Production  declined  12  percent  between  July  and  August  this  year,  compared 
with  10  percent  between  these  months  in  1968  and  5 percent  in  1967*  Seasonal 
losses  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  West,  where  production  was  up  moderately 
in  the  Pacific  Region  and  sharply  in  the  Mountain. 

Compared  with  August  1968,  output  was  sharply  less  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region,  the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic . Manufacture  was  more  in 
all  other  regions  of  the  country.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milkfat  in  August,  estimated  at  5,940,000  gallons,  was  1 percent  less 
than  in  August  a year  ago.  Total  production  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1969 
was  down  5 percent  from  the  January-August  total  of  List  year. 

Output  declined  1 percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compared  with  a 
2-percept  decrease  at  this  time  last  year  and  an  increase  of  4 percent  in  1967. 
Changes  in  production  from  July  to  August  in  the  Mellorine -producing  states  were 
mixed . 

Compared  with  August  1963,  output  increased  in  Missouri,  Texas,  Arizona,  and 
Oregon.  Decreases  were  shown  in  all  remaining  Mellorine -producing  states.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  in  August  totaled  5,890,000  gallons, 
1 percent  less  than  in  August  1968.  January-August  output  for  1969  was  2 percent 
below  the  total  production  for  the  first  eight  months  of  last  year. 

From  July  to  August  this  year,  output  dropped  18  percent  compared  with  19 
percent  in  1968  and  17  percent  two  years  ago.  Sharp  seasonal  decreases  occurred 
in  all  regions  except  the  West,  where  it  declined  only  moderately. 

Compared  with  August  1968,  output  was  down  in  the  two  Atlantic  Regions  and 
the  West  North  Central.  production  held  steady  in  the  East  North  Central  States. 
Output  was  up  in  the  South  Central  Region  and  the  West.
